1. To make the packing houses 
moth-tight by screening or other- 
wise and to keep them closed as 
much as possible from the last of 
April to mid-July, so that Oriental 
Fruit Moths which have overwint- 
ered in them will be unable to in- 
vade the orchard. 

2. To store orchard boxes and 
baskets in moth-tight packing 
houses or other buildings until 
mid-July. By that date practically 
all the moths will have emerged 
and succumbed.
